LONDON, March 10.—(CP)—Foreign Secretary An- 
thony Eden charged in the House of Commons today that 
the Japanese army in Hong Kong had been guilty of whole- 
sale atrocities in the occupied crown colony and declared the 
Japanese emperor and government and “the whole Japanese 


people” were to blame. 


Fifty British officers and men were bound hand and

Hong Kong; women, both European and Asiatic,

raped and murdered, and one whole Chinese district was 
declared a brothel without exception for the status of any 
of the inhabitants, Mr. Eden declared. 


Municipal Law | 
Group Rejects 
Vegreville Act 


The municipal law committee 
of the legislature on Tuesday re- 
jected a bill submitted by the 
town of Vegreville asking the 
right to grant assessment conces- 
sions to a religious order which 
wished to build a seminary. 

A motion by Hon. W, A. Fallow, 
minister of public works, that the 
principle of uniform assessment, 
provided in the Town and Village 
Act, be maintained, was sustained 
by a vote of 20 to 10. 

The bill asked the right to make 
concessions on a 10-acre property 
‘o be acquired by the Ruthenian 
Catholic Mission of the Order of 
Saint Basil the Great in Canada. 

The committee voted to refuse 
the town’s petition and to instruct 
the town authorities to return a de- 
rosit placed by the Mission: 

The committee voted by a narrow 
margin to grant the petition of the 
Calgary city council giving the 
cily the right to construct an addi- 
tion or wing to the General hospital 
without first taking a vote of the 
taxpayers as required by the city: 
charter. 

Opposing the charter amend-

Saying it was his conviction that 
the highway “is one of the most im- 
portant of all the things waiting to 
be done,” Ickes, member of a cabi- 
net committee handling plans for 
the road, declared “this highway 
must be constructed in a hurry.” 

He said that United States army 
engineers now were surveying a 
route tentatively approved, and 
that heavy equipment for construc- 
tion would be moved in while the 
ground was still frozen, so that pro- 
gress would not be delayed unduly 
by the spring thaw. 

The road would run _ approxi- 
mately 1,500 miles from Washing- 
ton state to Fairbanks, and esti- 
mates of its cost run from $25,000,- 
000 to $50,000,000, 

“After we have fought our way 
from ‘Pearl Harbor to peace,’” 
Ickes said, “the highway will be 
of enormous benefit to Alaska, 
Canada and the United States.”

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Jap Destroyer, 
Tanker Sunk By

WASHINGTON, March 10.— 
(AP)—United States submarines 
steadily slashing away at Japan's 
long supply line in the western 
Pacific have sunk a large des- 
troyer and naval tanker 6nd put 
an aircraft carrier and three 
cruisers out of action with tor- 
pedo hits, the navy announced 
Monday. 

This bag resulted from actions 
during the week ending March 6 
and made up probably the most suc- 
cessful seven-day period for Ameri- 
can undersea craft since the war 
in the Pacific began three months 
ago. 

Naval authorities here noted es- 
pecially that every ship sunk or 
damaged ¢xcept one, was a ware 
ship, The general area of the Siuk- 
ings was not given, but these 
authorities speculated that it prob- 
ably was in the vicinity of Java, 
where the enemy last week had 
concentrated his forces for the at- 
tack on that Ne‘herlands island. 

They also said that this rate of 
loss for the Japanese was extremely 
high in view of their constantly in- 
creasing problem of protecting their 
supply lines which now extend 3.000 
miles from Yokohama to Batavia.

“It calls,” Mr. Roosevelt said in 
Qn address broadcast in connec- 
tion with the ninth anniversary 
of the National Farm Program, 
for “mutual goodwill and a wil- 
lingness to believe in the other 
fellow's good faith. It calls for 
unflagging vigilance and effec- 
tive action by the government to 
prevent profiterring and unfair 
returns, alike for services and for 
goods.” 

The President made no direct re- 
ference to demands by the congres- 
sional farm block that government- 
held crop surpluses be not disposed 
of at less than parity prices. But 
he declared firmly that “if all prices 
keep on going up, we shall have in- 
flation of a very dangerous kind— 
we shal] have such a steep rise in 
prices and the cost of living that 
the entire nation will be hurt.” 


WOULD BE RUINOUS 

“That,” he added, “would great- 
ly increase the cost of the war and 
the national debt, hamper the drive 
for victory, and inevitably plunge 
everyone—city workers and farmers 
alike—into fuinous deflation later 
on.” 

Mr. Roosevelt referred to “a con- 
siderable amount of discussion late- 
ly about the alleged complacency 
of the American people” but said 
that he was certain “that the Am- 
erican people are not now, and have 
nut been, complacent.” 


“Americans are preparing with 
all possible speed to take their 
places on the battle fronts,” he de- 
clared. “Workers in the mills and 
mines are laboring long hours, 
under great pressure, to turn out 
the weapons and equipment with- 
out which the war cannot be won. 
Men and women in thousands of 
communities are giving their time 
and energy in the work of civilian 
defence. And, out in the country, 
farmers are straining every ef- 
fort to produce the food which, 
like the tanks and planes, is ab- 
solutely indispensable to victory.” 
Mr. Roosevelt observed the mem- 
bers of these groups know the ex- 
tent of their own work but do not 
always know what the others are 
doing and that situation “gives an 
opportunity to the enemy to spread 
malicious words.”

1¢ 
calls for co-operation and re- 
straint on the part of every 

group. It calls for mutual good- 
will and a willingness to believe 
in the other fellow's good faith.

So, on this ninth anniversary of 
the founding of the National Farm 
Program, we can all rededicate our.

VICE-PRESIDENT WALLACE

thought that the plans we then 
made would have such a_ vital 
meaning for the welfare of the 
country in a time of crucial need.

the war to get more than they are 
entitled to. 


SOUND FARM PROGRAM 

Moreover, even from the selfish 
point of view of the farmers them- 
selves, I have the feeling that in the 
case of many products there is a 
point beyond which any rise in 
price is likely to result in twice or 
three times the amount of that rise 
being taken away from the farmer 
through a collapse of farm prices 
later on. I am confident that 80 per 
cent of the farmers of the United 
States, in the light of their own ex- 
perience, will agree with me in this. 
In any event, I am sure that if the 
Majority of the farmers lean ove: 
backward to avoid undue pressure 
on the nation in time of trouble, we 
shall be just that much more likely 
to have a soundly functioning farm 
program when the war is over. That 
is when the farmer will really need 
friends. 

Because I sit in cabinet meet- 
ings and meet with the President 
Once a week in his legislative con- 
ferences, I know the tremendous 
magnitude of his responsibility, 
His heart has always been ex- 
tremely sympathetic to the farm- 
er, but he must also think atout 
100,000,000 other people in the 
United States and how to make 
the efforts of all the people best 
Serve the cause of the United 
Nations, 

And so I am sure that the farmers 
to whom we are talking tonight 
will do everything they can to help 
our great commander-in-chief bear 
his burdens most effectively in or- 
der to safeguard the future of us all. 
We can win and we shall win under 
his leadership, provided each of us 
is prepared every day to sacrifice to 
the utmost. 


SECRETARY WICKARD 

Tonight we are again celebrating 
one of the most important anni- 
versaries in American agriculture. 


Nine years ago last night Henry 
Wallace, the then newly-appointed 
Secretary of agriculture, acting 
under instruction from the presi- 
dent, summoned the farm leaders 
of the nation to Washington, That 
call was the first step toward the 
development of national farm pro- 
grams. For nine years these pro- 
grams have stood between the 
farmers and bankrupt prices. They 
have rehabilitated thousands of 
farm families. They have made it 
possible for farmers to own their 
own farms. They have restored 
some of the nation’s lost soil fer- 
lility, They have brought food to 
under-privileged people and milk 
to under-nourished school children. 
The programs have protected the 
entire nation, 


Now we are at war. Many na- 
tions besides our own are depend-

In the national farm programs 
our farmers have the means and 
machinery with which to merge 
their individual efforts into the 
Greatest total contribution to the 
war effort. The farm programs that 
were a peacetime blessing, are a 
wartime godsend. 


RECORD PRODUCTION’ 

Total farm production in 1941 was 
the greatest on record, thanks large- 
ly to feed reserves stored up in the 
ever-normal granary, Production 
Soals calling for still large produc- 
tion in 1942 have been established 
These goals, representing the needs 
of our own people and the estimat- 
ed needs of our allies, have been 
broken down by states and counties 
and farms, so that each farm fam- 
ily knows exactly what is expected 
of it in 1942. Farmers must pro- 
duce more and they must produce 
j More widely than ever before. 

Already American farm pro-

Many Frills In 
Men’s Clothing 
Will Disappear 


OTTAWA, March 10—(CP)— 
Sharp restrictions which will 
eliminate frills in men's and 
boys’ clothing, sportswear and 
waterproof clothing are contain- 
ed in orders made public Monday 
night by the War-Time Prices and 
Trade board, 

In general, specifications restrict 
the amount of cloth which may be 
used by eliminating’ fancy designs, 
patch pockets, trouser cuffs, pleats 
and double-breasted coats. On!y 
one pair of trousers is allowed 
with each suit. The orders are ex- 
plained in the preambles as “Neces- 
Sary to conserve materials and 
labor.” 

The orders follow similar steps 
announced in the United States. 


FIRST OF ORDERS 

First of the four Canadian orders 
to take effect is that containing 
Specifications which must be foi- 
lowed by manufacturers of sports- 
wear after April 10, 

Restrictions. in men's and boys’ 
clothing, other than made-to-mea- 
sure, and waterproof clothing, are 
effective May 1, while specifica- 
tions for made-to-measure men’s and 
boys’ clothing take effect Aug. 1. 

Designs for men's sack coats 
must eliminate belting, bi-swings 
Or pleated backs; patch pockets 
and inside bellows; vents in 
either the side or back: cash 
pockets; arm shields; real or imi- 
tation buttonholes and chain 
stitching on the sleeves; cuffs on 
sleeves; double-breasted sack 
coats or tuxedo coats and buttons 
on the sleeves, 

The coat length for size 38 is 
limited to 291% inches and other 
sizes will conform 

For vests the han includes back 
Straps. inside breast pockets, pencil 
pockets, double-breasted vests and 
collars 


TROUSER LEGS 

Restrictions are applied to the 
length and width of trouser legs 
with trousers for size 32 waist not 
to exceed 191% inches in width at 
the bottom. 

Watch pockets will be missing in 
the cuffless trousers and with them 
will go such things as extension 
waistbands, flaps on back pockets, 
back or side straps, high English 
type backs and raised seams. 

On sports jackets and tropical 
suits two patch pockets will be per- 
missible 

Restrictions for boys’ suits fol- 
low those governing men’s de- 
signs. For some types of suits, 
such as high school cadet or prep 
sults and junior or juvenile suits 
two pairs of trousers may be sup- 
plied, in long, breeches or short 
type, but for these suits the spec- 
ifications prohibit vests, golf 
bloomers, sport suits and sport 
Jackets, 

Men's overcoals, taking size 38 as 
a standard, must not exceed 46 
inches in length, with a sweep of 56 
inches for single-breasted coats and 
60 inches for double-breasted types. 


OVERCOAT LIST 
On the banned list for overcoats 
are; All-round belts, cuffs and tabs 
on the sleeves, buttons on the 
sleeves, throat or collar tabs and 
bellows pockets and facings. 
Similar restrictions are applied to

FARMERS ON BOARDS 

He said the government should 
appoint representatives of organized 
agriculture to all boards having to 
do with agriculture, and he would 
close the Winnipeg Grain Exchange 
permanently. 

Walter Tucker (Lib. Rosthern), 
declared western farmers should 
have a life free of fear and poverty. 
. He said a “parity price” on wheat 
would be at least $1.20 a bushel at 
Fort William.

Abolition of “treating” in beer 
Parlors and earlier closing of liquor 
vendors were requested by a del- 
egation of representatives of the 
Alberta Temperance Union who 
met members of the Alberta 
government Monday. 

Delegates from both Edmonton 
and Calgary waited on the govern- 
ment. They asked for stricter con- 
trol of the liquor trade and, as a 
definite measure, prohibiting of the 
“treating system.” Under their pro- 
posal. every person consuming 
beverages in a beer parlor would 
be obliged to buy his own drinks. 

It was also suggested that liquor 
vendors’ stores be closed at 9 p.m. 
instead of at midnight on week 
days and 11:30 p.m. on Saturdays. 

The government assured the decle- 
gates that their representations 
would be considered and it is ex- 
pected that an announcement will 
be made in the next few days. 
Among members of the delegation 
were Rev. Dudley Kemp of Cal- 
gary, Rev, Daniel Young and Rev 
J. McBeath Miller of Edmonton.

After 11 witnesses had given tes- 
timony which lasted almost three 
hours, Dr. E. A. Braithwai‘e, chief 
provincial coroner, adjourned the 
probe to Thursday, March 12. 
MANSLAUGHTER CHARGE 

All through the hearing, John B. 
M, Griffith, 10041 110 street, engine 
wiper at the C.N.R. roundhouse 
and veteran of the last Great War, 
who is charged with manslaughter 
and dangerous driving as a result 
of the accident, sat quietly in the 
very last row in the court room 
listening intently as witness after 
witness took the stand. 

He did not testify and made no 
comment, but once, during the pro- 
ceeding, rose quickly to his feet to 
signify his presence as Clifton G, 
Purvis, crown prosecutor, asked a 
witness if he was in the court 
room. 

Hugh Fowler, beverage dispenser 
at the Grand hotel, told the jury 
that Griffith had been in the beer 
parlor on the day of the accident 
Sometime between 4.30 and 5 pm. 
“He had at least two glasses of 
beer—not any more,” he said. Grif- 
fith, according to the witness, had 
been accompanied by another man, 


and had only remained on the 
Premises about 15 minutes, 
DECLARED SOBER 

G. W. Auxier, counsel for the 


accused, asked the witness: “Was 
he sober?” “Yes, certainly. He 
Spoke to me and said, ‘I'm not stop- 
ping tonight as I'm driving a car,’” 
Fowler stated, 

James Riddell, employee at No.

| tually the cause of death was pneu- 


monia, 

This, they testified, developed as 
a direct result of the injuries re- 
ceived in the accident. “The man,” 
they said, “appeared to have been 
in good health prior to the accident 
and there was no reason to believe 
that he would have contracted the 
disease if he had not been hurt,” 

Mr, Senick first developed the 
pneumonia while in the hospital 
just two days prior to his death, 
which occurred last Tuesday. 

Pictures of the scene of the ac- 
cident were shown to the jury and 
they revealed that the car had skid- 
ded about 124 feet to the point of 
impact. 

CONSTABLES TESTIFY 

Const. W. Stanton, of the traffic 
squad, testified that he had inter- 
viewed Griffith at his home the day 
following the accident and that the 
driver stated he had been going 
about 35 miles an hour at the time 
of the mishap. 

“I asked him if he had any- 
thing to drink,” testified the offi- 
cer, “and he replied that he hadn't 
had any intoxicating liquor of any 
kind.” 

Const. A. Hamelin, who inter- 
viewed Griffith at his home shortly 
after the crash said that the driver 
was suffering from shock and was 
in no condition to make a state- 
ment. He was very confused and un- 
able to give me a clear account of 
what happened,” he said. “I asked 
him if Senick had been in the car 
and he replied, no”. 

“POOR CONDITION” 

The officer described Griffith as 
being in “poor physical condition,” 
having the use of only one eye. In 
response to a question by one of the 
jurors, he declared he had been in- 
formed that the man also had the 
use of only one arm. “He receives 
a 100 per cent disability pension,” 
he stated. 

Other witnesses called to the 
stand included W. ©. Reid, pro- 
prietor of Kenn’s garage, where the 
wrecked car was taken and A, P. 
Madley, timekeeper at the C.N.R. 
Roundhouse, who informed the jury 
that Griffith had checked out from 
work at seven minutes past 4 on the 
day of the accident.

There is a fair chance that when 
the counting is completed the Victory 
Loan will be found to have topped the 
1,000 million mark. The loan last June 
totalled 710 millions. It is no state 
secret that another loan will be called 
next October, which subscribers no 
doubt kept in mind when deciding how 
many of the present bonds they would 
buy. And the sales of war savings cer- 
tificates are holding an average of 45,- 
000 per day. 

Not at all bad going this for eleven 
million people, who are not outstanding 
for the amount of their accumulated 
wealth, and who recently emerged from 
a period of black depression in which 
drought paralyzed production over a 
great area while world-wide stagnation 
clogged markets and ruined prices. 

Subscribers to the present loan are 
estimated to have been 1,200,000, about 
one in every eight of the population. 
This compares with one subscriber in 
twelve last June; a gain of around fifty 
per cent in the number of contributors. 

The shadow-boxing after dinner or- 
ators will have to get another text. If 
“Canadians don’t know they are at 
war,” they at least have a pretty strong 
and very practical hunch to that effect. 
People in the mass don’t hand out such 
“gobs” of money without knowing why 
they are doing it. 


What Became Of The Army? 


Three weeks ago the newspaper 
reading world was informed in des- 
patches from Java that the Dutch army 
there numbered 250,000 men, natives 
of course making up the bulk of the 
force. Later on the Dutch commander 
in Java was reported welcoming Am- 
erican, British and Australian rein- 
forcements numbering “many thou- 
sands”, 

But from Bandoeng on Friday— 
where the defenders had concentrated 
—came this: ‘The invaders’ strength in 
ground forces alone was believed to be 
at least 100,000. Allied effectives were 
outnumbered probably five to one.” 

What is the answer to this conun- 
drum? Was it that the early reports 
were “padded” in hope of frightening 
the Japanese away by a vision of en- 
ormous defence forces waiting for 
them? Or had the defending army of 
300,000 or so shrivelled so heavily in the 
fighting—in which it has been consist- 
ently claimed their losses were small in 
comparison to those inflicted upon an 
enemy whose strength has never been 
placed at more than 160,000? Did the 
native soldiers bolt and leave the whites 
to do the defending? Or had the lat- 
ter been evacuated to Australia? 

It is to be hoped the latter is the ex- 
planation. Hither of the other alterna- 
tives would be as disheartening as the 
loss of the island. 


After Three Months 


Japan’s war is now three months 
old. It has been, for the plotters, three 
months of victory. They have gained 
possession, for the time, of most of the 
East Indies islands, France's colony of 
Indo-China, Siam, Malaya, and a good 
part of Burma. 

If the war could be stopped now and 
on the basis of things as they stand, 
Japan would have quadrupled its ter- 
ritory and multiplied its vital military 
and industrial resources still more. But 
the war is not terminable at Tokyo's 
pleasure, nor is there anything ultim- 
ately decisive in the gains it has made. 
It is no nearer peace with spoils than it 
was three months ago. 

Japan must keep going. It dare not 
halt its troops where they are and de- 
vote itself to consolidating the ground 
it has gained and to developing the 
“scorched” resources. To do that would 
give the Allies time to build up over- 
whelming forces in Australia and India 
and China and perhaps elsewhere. The 
aggressor must keep advancing. He 
cannot leave his opponents in position 
to muster their strength. 

There is no profit in trying to dis- 
guise or discount the losses the Allies 
have sustained nor the gains Japan 
has made, But along with these assets 
Japan has assumed a liability. It must 
Spread its forces over new and more 
distant areas, and in so doing must 
weaken its power at every point. The 
Allies couldn’t be strong everywhere. 
Neither can Japan, The longer Tokyo's 
chain of conquest is extended, the more 
danger that somewhere a link will be 
snapped. 

Japan can keep the fruits of its 
treachery only if the Axis wins the 
World War, And the Axis is very much 
less likely to win because Japan brought 
the United States into the war, 


A “Second Front?” 


Criticism of the Churchill Govern- 
ment is based mainly on the view that 
the Allies should take the offensive 
somewhere, preferably in Europe, to 
prevent Hitley throwing the whole 


weight of his forces against Russia in 
the projected spring offensive. 

Because they have been longer in 
the thick of the fray, people in Britain 
are understandably even more anxious 
than those in the other United Nations 
to have'done with defensive tactics and 
go at the enemy. And Russia certainly 
deserves the help of a “second front” 
against the Nazis if there is a possibil- 
ity of giving that help without cutting 
down the stream of supplies Russia 
must get from abroad. 

It is possible, very possible, that 
impatient critics there and elsewhere 
have failed to read the significance of 
the movement of United States troops 
to Britain. An invasion of the contin- 
ent may be nearer than they think. It 
cannot be supposed these troops are 
crossing the Atlantic merely to increase 
the already sufficiently strong garrison 
of the British Isles. 

The plain inference is that a huge 
force is being built up in Britain in or- 
der to release troops there for action 
elsewhere. It is difficult to see what 
other purpose can be in the minds of 
the Allied commanders, unless they 
think Hitler is bluffing in the east and 
really intends to launch his spring of- 
fensive across the Channel—a possibil- 
ity not to be overlooked. 

A point to be remembered is that 
the history of the war in Europe and 
in Libya, from the Allied standpoint, 
has been a record of premature offen- 
sives. We invaded Norway—and had 
to get out. We invaded France—and 
had to get out. We invaded Greece— 
and had to get out. We took the offen- 
sive in Libya—and lost the territory 
thus gained. 

These evacuations were the results 
of rushing in with too few men and too 
little equipment. They cost men and 
material, and accomplished nothing 
permanent. There have been more 
than enough such costly and bootless 
raids. 

When another invasion is launched 
it should be in force with all the 
ships, tanks, guns and planes required 
to set up and maintain a real “front”, 
And when the invasion army sails it 
must leave behind another army in 
Britain, strong enough in numbers and 
equipment to smash any counter- 
invasion that may be attempted. 

The movement of United States 
troops to Britain suggests that such a 


ee is now in the process of working 
out.

Farming Vital Industry 


Commends Articles Offering Plan 
For Reduction Of Canadian 
Farmers’ Debts 
LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 

Editor, Bulletin: You are‘to be warmly 
congratulated on the publication of Mr. 
Harold Weir's excellent article, “Time to 
Restore Independence to the Farmers of 
Alberta.” in your issue of March 4. 

Agriculture js not merely a vital war 
industry,.it is the very foundation of the 
national economy in both peace and war. 
It is impossible to have a flourishing and 
efficient economic structure unless it is 
built on the solid and enduring foundation 
of virile and prospering primary industries 
—particularly agriculture. That is an elc- 
mentary fact of economics which every 
child should know, 

During the chaotic conditions of the 
pre-war years, agriculture was permitted 
to decline to a, point where farmers were 
forced into a position of abject serfdom. 
The prices of their products were 4 frac- 
tion of their production costs, having the 
effect of making them slaves working for 
their bare existence. In addition they 
found that debts, incurred by them in good 
faith when agricultural prices were at a 
reasonable level on the natural assumption 
that they would be able to meet these lia- 
bilities, assumed fantastic proportions, For 
example, a farmer who owed $3,000 at 8% 
incurred when wheat was $2.00 a bushel, 
found that, with 50c wheat, in order to 
meet his money liability he had to pay his 
creditor four times the original amount in 
terms of his production, For him the effect 
was even worse than recé@iving $2.00 a 
bushel and having his debt increased to 
$12,000 at 32% interest, because the price 
of 50c a bushel did not even cover his pro- 
duction costs, 

It is small wonder that the plight 
of agriculture became desperate and the 
entire national economy wes plun into 
the depths of depression, The situation was 
not improved by talk‘of “the sanctity of 
contractual obligations,” “the collapse of 
markets,” and “economic blizzards.” The 
farmer knew, as anyone viewing the situa- 
tion from a commonsense angle knew, that 
there must. be a nigger in the woodpile 
somewhere; that the value of food to the 
human race had not suddenly declined and 
the value of money—a mere “bookkeep- 
ing” device, as Mr. Weir pols out—had 
not suddenly increased without some dirty 
work somewhere, 

Dangerous as that situation was before 
the war, it is a positive menace under the 
Stress of war conditions. The futile half- 
measures which have béen adopted to ease 
the farmer’s position have been pathetic- 
ally ineffective, and have been more than 
offset by the restrictions imposed on him 
and the increased price level of the things 
he must buy, 

Unless we are determined to tread the 
road to disaster, something must be done, 
and done now, to give the farmers a fair 
deal and restore agriculture to the position 
it should occupy in the nation’s economy. 

Mr. Weir has outlined a _ practical 
policy. It can be summarized thus: 

1, A comprehensive and equitable re- 
adjustment of farmers’ debts within their 
ability to pay. 

2. Establishment of a fair price struc- 
ture for agricultural products which will 
cover the costs of production and give the 
farmer a reasonable return for his services 
to the nation, 

3. Adequate credit facilities to enable 
the farmer to produce efficiently, 

The Federal Government has assumed 
responsibility for agricultural marketing. 
That Government is responsible for the 
operation of the financial system—of 
which prices is but a function. And Ottawa 
is likewise responsible for the national war 
economy of which agriculture is the very 
basis, 

There is no justification for delay on 
this urgent question, The problem is pure- 
ly monetary. It is just a “bookkeeping 
problem”—and it is downright insanity to 
continue jeopardizing our national war 
effort and the future of the country be- 
cause somebody somewhere is not making 
the necessary bookkeeping adjustments. 

There is only one way to deal with the 
money-changers, particularly in a crisis, 
and that is the Christian piernce nee

Ten per 
cent existed on relief pittances, The other 
eighty-nine per cent shared poverty, more 
or less, This explodes the concept of all 
sharing in the state, When some have all 
and others have none, it is wishful think- 
ing to speak in terms of sharing. 

A real instance is the recent strike at 
Kirkland Lake where a few gold barons 
were able to flout the laws and deny four 
thousand miners their democratic rights. 
It shows the comparative shares in the 
state, It also shows how the privately- 
owned resources are controlled and how 
it works out. ° 

Mr, Weir is correct in assuring that 
social justice is not governed by moral 
values or religious hopes. The determining 
factor in human affairs is economic con- 
ditions, not moral suasion or change of 
heart in the individual. Economie or 
materia] conditions determine changes in 
the social order, 

But social security is not merely a 
question of unemployment insurance and 
old age pensions, These are palliatives and 
it is solutions we must demand. There 
must be creative €mployment, jobs for all 
which means great socia) planning. It can 
be done but we must defeat the Nazi 
beasts before achieving this, The future 
must offer more than doles and old age 
pensions, nevertheless. 

Democracy is a social process that must 
lead to social security if allowed to func- 
tion. In doing so, it must make increasing 
inroads upon the power, profits and privi- 
lege for the few who own the “property 
and privately-owned resources”. This is 
the main obstacle to social security,

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Promises 


Editor, Bulletin: Farmers in the west 
received a lot of promises last summer 
from the federal government, The wheat 
acreage reduction bonus was to be paid in 
the early fall months, The Prairie Farm 
Assistance payments were to be paid at 
least 50 per cent in December and the re- 
mainder in March or early spring. The 
Prairie Farm Income on the same basis. 

The hard pressed farmers were re- 
lieved of some of their worries, Here were 
payments which would enable them to 
meet some of their most pressing obliga- 
tions, Here was some money to finance 
much needed spring requirements. In ad- 
dition many farmers wanted to make such 
small investments as they could spare in 
Victory Bonds. 

How have those promises or pledges 
been kept? Well here it is the first of 
March, Many farmers have only received 
a portion of the wheat acreage reduction 
payments; some few that I know of have 
not received any of the payment whatever. 
Thousands of farmers have had no pay- 
ment under either the Prairie Farm Assist- 
ance or the Prairie Farm Income. 

This is a very serious condition. Com- 
mercial and industrial organizations are 
pressing the farmers for payment of part 
of their obligations. Farmers are unable 
to meet such payments, Neither can they 
finance spring requirements of repairs, 
oil and fuel, and many of the other neces- 
sities for the operation of a farm. 

Why all] this long delay, imposing great 
hardship on many of our farm people, The 
annua! convention of the United Farmers 
of Alberta passed resolutions directed to 
the federal minister of agriculture and the 
head of the Prairie Farm Assistance Act, 
asking that these payments be speeded up. 
Immediate action is absolutely necessary. 
Already much unnecessary inconvenience 
has been caused among many of our farm 


people,

We have needed 
machine guns and we may need them in a 
far greater degree before we make our 
shores reasonably safe from invasion, We 
may also need various other articles of 
equipment in a like degree but, apparently 
in the eyes of our prime minister, we do 
not need it half so badly as he needs a 
pUbHS expression of opinion to save his 
‘ace, 

Our sister dominion “down under’ is 
not asking for any such expression when 
her shores are threatened. The goveri- 
ment of that dominion is not dallying with 
unnecessary questions, To them it is a 
time for action and they are taking such 
action as appears necessary to protect their 
country, Why do we continue to fool around 
with playing politics? By the time the 
plebiscite is taken on April 27, it may 
well be too late.

The people of Canada have subscribed 
nearly one billion dollars to the Second 
Victory Loan. : 

It a magnificent national achieve- 
ment. It represents, not only a splendid 
work of organization, but an equally 
splendid feeling of personal responsibility 
on the part of the Canadian people, It 
represents a wholeheart- 
ed assumption, by the 
people, of a personal un- 
dertaking to see the war 
through to a victorious 
ending. 

It shows how fully the 
war has become an in- 
dividual and highly-per- 
sonalized struggle be- 
tween the Axis and the 
men, women and children 
of this Kingdom of Can- 
ada. 

It represents, too, a 
good deal of sacrifice. 

It shows how completely the people 
have grasped the fact that no possession 
and no asset can be secure unless its secur- 
ity is guaranteed by victory. 

But the magnificent response to the 
Victory Loan is still another thing; it is 
a vital act of faith in the Government of 
this country, 

It is a vital act of faith in the demo- 
cratic institutions of the Canadian nation 
and in the wisdom and experience which 
directs Canada at this critical juncture. 


Reciprocation 


Now it is exiomatic in the science of 
ethics that no act of faith can possess 
permanent value unless it is reciprocal. 

In other words, an act of faith acquires 
positive benevolence only when it implies 
an exchange of trust between two persons 
or groups of persons, . 

One-sided faith is mere fatuity, Faith 
acquires force and meaning and benignity 
only when it becomes an interchange. 

Thus, the support afforded by the Can- 
adian people, in this crisis, to the Parlia- 
ment, Government and institutions of 
Canada, will take on natioan! significance 
and power only if there is a corresponding 
and commensurate show of confidence and 
support extended from Parliament, from 
Government and from Canadian institu- 
tions towards the Canadian people. 

Canadians have given their Govern- 
ment the wherewithal to carry on. 

The essential complementary act would 
be for the Government to give the people 
the wherwithal to carry on. 

Canadians have granted Ottawa the ele- 
ments of a satisfactory pursuit of Ottawa's 
purpose. : 

Ottawa’ should grant Canadians the 
elements of a satisfactory pursuit of the 
Canadian life, namely: : rhe 

Social security in all its implications

quid pro quo or a reward. ; 

It is merely that the good-will of the 
Canadian people towards their Govern- 
ment and institutions needs to be fructified 
by a similar gesture of good-will flowing 
in the opposite direction. 

A broad and liberal plan of unemploy- 
ment insurance, an adequate retirement 
allowance based on an intelligent compue 
tation of living costs and due regard to 
vital statistics, and a comprehensive plan 
of national health insurance are essential 
factors in the creation of a state strong 
enough to withstand aggression. 

These things are necessary to the estab- 
lishment of that national morale without 
which no war is ever won. 

The launching of such a program at this 
present session of Parliament is just as 
much part of Ottawa’s war effort as the 
response to the Victory Loan was a part 
of the people’s war effort. 4 

It would cost the country little or no- 
thing. With employment of employables 
and wages at a peak, enough could be 
given from salaries weekly to establish 
funds for these purposes under any cir- 
cumstances, including economic depression 
after the war. 

Equalization 


The matter of equalization of oppor- 
tunity refers, of course, to the plight of 
western farmers and their debts. 

Farmers are engaged in the basic war 
industry of food production, quite as vital 
and fundamenta] as the production of 
tanks and planes, with productive plants 
laden down with debt which was incurred 
during the last war when they were en- 
couraged to borrow money to buy land to 
extend their wheat acreage. 

It is true that the interest on this debt 
has been reduced to seven, six or five per- 
cent and the debts themselves have been 
reduced to a figure equal to the value of 
their assets. 

But how can farmers produce food with 
the same facility and efficiency as munie 
tion-makers produce munitions when the 
farmers labor under this inequality of 
status and opportunity? 

The munition-maker is given his plant 
and allowed to make five percent profit, 
The grain-producer is compelled to carry 
on with a debt-ridden plant which is not 
even solvent and to sell his product below 
the cost of production. . , 

The farmer requires a guaranteed price 
of not less than a dollar a bushel for wheat 
at the point of shipment. He requires his 
interest rate to be reduced to a uniform 
three percent, He requires his debs to be 
amortized by the Dominion Government 
over a period of at least twenty years. 

Did anyone say that this would cost a 
lot of money? 

What is money? And what has money 
got to do with the winning of this war? 

The war is being financed on a purely 
bookkeeping basis, just as the Second 
Victory Loan was operated, 

If the Canadian people could buy a bil- 
lion dollars worth of Victory Bonds while 
there is only $380,000,000 worth of cure 
rency in the country, no further proof is 
needed to show that money, as the basis 
of national wealth, for war purposes, at 
least, has completely passed out of the 
picture,

Hitler is 
having hard going in Russia and he 
has to make some sort of showing 
this spring. On his past record as 
a treaty breaker, he is not likely to 
respect the obligations of the armis- 
tice immobilizing the French fleet 
if he is really up against it. 

There are two ways Hitler 
could use the French fleet, includ- 
ing the many submarines men- 
tioned in the Russian Tass agency 
report, te strike body blows at 
the Allies. One is to build up the 
naval force he is supposed to be 
gathering on the Norwegian coast 
for Atlantic operations. The 
other is in the Mediterranean. 

Hitler nowhere is on the de- 
fensive except for the time being 
in Russia, Offense is his credo ani 
the Allies have been trying for 

months to guess where he will 
strike next. The Atlantic and the 
Mediterranean are as good guesses 
as any. 
STRIKE HEAVY BLOWS 

On Jan. 30, three weeks after 
Pearl Harbor, Hitler declared: 

“Now Britain and the United 
States will need convoys on «all 
oceans. , . . We will see what our 
U-boats may achieve.” 

Since then, his submarines have 
struck damaging blows at Allied 
cargo ships and tankers «ff the 
North American coast and in che 
Caribbean, It would be the logical 
thing for him to start an intense 
campaign by sufface ships, sub- 
marines and airplanes from  -he 
coast af Norway against the Allied 
northern supply route past Iceland 
to Russia. 

An attack on Iceland after the 
Pear] Harbor pattern should not 
be ruled out. : 

The British and American fleets 
would then have a further burden 
imposed on them. 


French fleet units, if taken over 
by Hitler, could cause similar 
trouble in the South Atlantic 
which is the southern route to 
Russia, They could prove a potent 
factor in the Mediterranean, 
where the British are no more 
than holding their own against 
Marshal Erwin Rommel. 


With sufficient naval power, the 
Axis could convoy heavy reinforce- 
ments to North Africa for the push 
to Suez.

Alberta Farm 
Totals Reveal 
Fluctuations 


The number of farms in Alberta 
shows an increase of 2,925 over 
1931, but a decrease of 25 when 
compared with 1936, according te 
figures released by Hon. James 
A. MacKinnon, Dominion minis- 
ter of trade and commerce. 

The figures show the number of 
occupied farms in Alberta accord- 
ing to the 1941 census, and lists 
them according to census divisions 
and municipalities or loca] improve- 
ment districts. 

THE FIGURES 

In 1931 there were 97,408 occupied 
farms in Alberta. In 1936 there were 
100,358 and last year 100,333. There 
were also 776 fruit and vegetable 
farms in Alberta last year. 

Census division 10, which in- 
cludes 19 municipalities east of Ed- 
monton and south of the Saskatche- 
wan river contains the largest num- 
ber of farms. and in spite of one of 
the largest reductions during the 
past five years. 


PROVINCE DIVIDED 

In 1936 there were 11,257 farms 
and in 1941 the number dropped to 
10,968. There were 17 fruit farms 
in this district. The whole province 
was divided into 17 divisions for 
census purposes.

It is human nature to want to do 
something to end a disagreeable 
situation rather than to git tight 
and let it work itself out. A good 
parent has the feeling that every 
problem which confronts her, every 
behavior the child displays shoud 
be dealt with and solved imme- 
diately. 

Unfortunately, there are problems 
for which there is no immediate 
solution. If the problem is one re- 
lated to growth the only answer 
is further growth. Many a parent 
has written saying that she started 
a letter several weeks before but 
didn’t send it and now she doesnt 
want an answer to that problem—it 
has disappeared—she has anoth:r 
one which worries her. 

A teacher confirmed this state- 
ment, Mothers come to her, go she 
says, ask her how to deal with 
specific behavior. She asks them to 
wait while she thinks it over. Laler, 
when she has worked out an ans- 
wer, they are not interested, the 
problem is no longer present. One 
mother said, and truly, “I just for- 
got about it after I talked to you 
and I guéss my boy did, too.” 

Problems evaporate because 
the growth asltyation which in- 
spired them hap been succeeded 
by a different one. Negativism is 
@ passing phase of behsvior—the 
child's tendency to say no to 
evetything—unless parents har? 
upon it and are determined to 
conquer the child. By such action 
they impress him with the desir- 
ability of continuing to say no. 
Children discover very quickly 
when they have a weapon a pat- 
ent cannot parry. 

The placid mother who can say, 
“Oh, she'll stop saying no if we 
stop noticing it,” has time on her 
side. The agitated mother who musi 
act to combat every undesirabie 
situation, keeps on fighting etern- 
ally. Her problems never end. 

Much of a child's behavior has 
no specific cause ahd therefore 
no sPecific antidote. Rudeness and 
Profanity seem to please and 
satisfy the child for a time and if 
No great issue is made of them the 
satisfaction evaporates, 


Some children find satisfaction in | 


being bad because badness js a way 
to get attention, so they jump from 
one misbehavior to another, sure 
of plenty of parental fireworks 
directed their way, 


FIND REASON 

This does not mean that all situa- 
tions can be ignored. But they can 
seem to be ignored while the parent 
works to discover why the child 
sacts as he does and if there is any- 
thing she can do to change the en- 
vironment and the influences which 
are controlling it, 

That's the hard and not the dra- 
matic way to deal with behavior, 
but it is also the right way. It allows

Dr. R. Newton 
Addresses Club 
Varsity Women 


Stace on the topic “Recon- 
struction Problems”, Dr. Robert 
Newton, acting, president of the 
University of Alberta, told mem- 
bers of the University Women's 
Club on Monday evening, that there 


were two problems facing the 
world today. The first is, simply, 
winning the war, the second is 


winning the peace, he said, 

“The tremendous inertia of the 
human mind must be overcome,” he 
said. “It has taken us two and a 
half years to see that the war is our 
business. During the 20 year in- 
terim of peace, only a small per- 
centage of the people learned the 
necessity of international co-opera- 
tion to preserve peace. We must 
begin now to learn to meet the 
problems of peace and to plan for 
the permanent control of war." 
WIDE INTEREST 

There is a wide interest in recon- 
struction, he went on, People are 
already concerned with the prob- 
lems of demobilization and the re- 
sumption of economic trade states. 
Through public, private and inter- 
national study, plans for reconstruc: 
tion are being made today. 

Interprovincial trade agreements 
are being looked upon as One means 
of reconstruction; the extension of 
industry to pre-war standards and 
beyond another, Through the in- 
creased use of public utilities, for- 
estry and other natural resources 
by governmental action, there is 
hope for rehabilitation of soldiers 
and servicemen after the war. 

Through unemployment insur- 
ance, “younger” old age pensions, 
the raising of school leaving age; 
through better working conditions 
for workers; assistance in housing 
and increased facilities for educa- 
tion and comfort, social and eco- 
nomic security may be gained, he 
claimed. 

He spoke, too, of international co- 
operation as a “must” of post-war 
security, The present inter-depen- 
dence of Great Britain and the 
United States will form the strong- 
est base on which to build and hope 
and dream for the future of the 
nation and mankind, he concluded.

years. 

“We will continue to be decad- 
ent,” said Mr. Weir, “until we re- 
asesume our devotion to inter- 
national justice and begin to wage 
the war as a selfless and non- 
individualistic community effort 
without regard to personal profit 
and loss.” 

Britain was cut out to be, not the 
world’s shop keeper, but the world’s 
crusader for peace with justice, Mr.

Legislature A 


Minister May Release 
Machinery, Equipment | 
From Government Charge 


An amendment which allows the minister of lands and | 
mines to release any machinery or equipment in mineral 
lands from any charge the government may have against | 
the property for rentals or royalties was made in an amend- 


ment to the bill amending the 
legislature Monday. “ 


Several changes were made in 
the bill on Monday when it was 
reviewed in committee of the | 
whole. The changes had been | 
requested by opposition members. 

The regulation governing ad- 
vance release of machinery, the 
minister said, would apply to al 
company Wishing to drill for oil, or | 
seek other minerals, where there | 
might be a charge against the land | 
incurred by a previous holder or a | 
party other than the drilling or | 
mining contractor, | 

This change was made when J. C. | 
Mahaffy said last week that the 

original clause would allow seizure 
of a driller’s equipment when the 
rentals were owned by the owner 
of the land. This, he felt, would 
hinder development. 

Another amendment made by 
Mr. Tanner stated that the gov- 
ernment would be empowered to 
take a lien on equipment on such 
property which was “used for the 
purpose of recovering or search- 
ing for minerals.” This change 
was made after J. T. Broomfield, 
Ind., Okotoks-High River, had 
sald that the original bill, which 
did not specify type of equip- 
ment, would allow seizure of farm 
buildings, 

The bill allows the government 
fo take a priority lien on equip. 
ment on mineral lands to recover 
royalties and rentals. 


WITHHOLD DECISION 

The bill was stood over in com-| 
mittee when the members voted to} 
withhold decision on a clause which | 
Rave the minister power, in cases | 
where Workmen's Compensation 
Act assessments were in default, to 


include this assessment to the 
rentals due the crown and recover 
the whole under the Provincial 


Lands Act. 

Several members of the govern- 
ment side voted with a number 
of the opposition to stand this 
clause over. The cabinet voted 
for adoption and was supported 
by a number on the Social Credit 
side, 

The clause provided that royalties 
should have first claim from monies 
recovered, then the Workmen's 
Compensation Board and other 


money due the government. After 
that, other persons with claims} 
would share in funds collected un- 


der the equipment lien, such as per- 
sons to whom wages were due. 
Several members objecied to the 
compensation board having a claim 
secondary to the royalties. 


BILLS APPROVED 

Three bills were approved by the 
committee of the whole for third 
reading, ‘They were amendments 
fo the Co-operative Associations 
Act, the Alberta Wheat Pool Ac¢ 
and the Crop Payments (Irrigated 
Land Sales) Act. The bill to amend 
the Vehicles and Highways Traffic 
Act, 1941, was given second read- 
ing. This bill includes an author- 
ization to use only one license plate 
or marker in the license year 1943- 
44 

Increase in the maximum por- 
tion of a crop which may be 
claimed on purchase price or 
rental by irrigation districts and 
colonization managers from one- 
tenth share of root crops to one- 
eighth and from one-fifth of other 
crops to one-quarter is provided in 
the amendments to the Crop Pay- 
ments (Irrigated Land Sales) Act.

The bill to amend the Co-oper- 
ative Associations Act brought 
lengthy discussion, particularly on 
clauses relating to credit business 
co-operatives. Hon. E. C. Manning, 
minister of trade and industry, said 
the changes were being made at the 
request of a delegation representing 
co-operatives. 

George MacLachlan, Ind, Pem- 
bina and Mr. Mahaffy felt that co- 
operatives should not be restricted 
in obtaining credit. The bill does 
not allow co-operatives whose 
working capital is less than $5,000 
to buy gr sell on credit except from 
other co-operatives. } 

Mr. Manning said it was intendea 
that small co-operatives should deal 
on a cash basis and ‘it had been

WHEAT POOL ACT 

Lionel Tellier, Ind, St. Albert, 
suggested that co-operatives with 
less than $5,000 capital be allowed 
to obtain credit up to two-thirds of 
their paid up capital.

The amendment to the Alberta 
Wheat Pool Act includes a pro- 
vision that the pool may, when 
approved by resolution of the 
delegates, use the commercial and 
elevator reserves to buy from 
members, rateably, a percentage 
of their respective interests in 
these reserves. 

Hon, Lucien Maynard, K.C., min- 
ister of municipal affairs, said the 
bill was to enable the people whu 
established the wheat poo] and have 
been helping to organize it as far 
back as 1923 to share in the pro- 
fits.

Social Credit 
Funds For War 


Urging that funds required for 
operation of the Social Credit 
Board should be saved and placed 
in the hands of the federal gov- 
ernment for war purposes, D. M. 
Duggan, Ind., Edmonton, moved 
that the $29,270 appropriation for 
the board be deleted from the 
Alberta government's budget, 
when estimates were being dis- 
cussed in committee of the whole, 
Monday, 

The committee approved $120,600 
of the estimates for the trade and 
industry department before it 
reached the item for the Social 
Credit Board on which discussion 
was unfinished at adjournment 
time. The committee also ap- 
proved the budget of $189,225 for 
the provincial secretary's depart- 
ment, passing the only item left on 
Friday, $36,945 for expenses of the 
Fuel Oil Tax Act 


REGIONAL LABOR BOARD 

When discussion of the appro- 
priation of $38,236 for the Board of 
Industrial Relations came before 
the committee, Angus J. Morrison, 
Labor, Edson, asked whether the 
government would say when and 
whether a labor representative 
would be appointed to the board. 

Hon. E. C. Manning, minister of 
trade and Industry, said he could 
not give an undertaking at present 
as there was now a regional war 
labor board {in Alberta, working 
under the national war labor board 
This regional board has two labor 
representatives, 

Clayton Adams, chairman of the 
industrial relations board, is now 
also executive officer of the re- 
gional war labor board and, in this 
capacity, receives part of his salary 
from the federal government, the 
minister said. 

“We are called on to economize 
and to conserve all the money we 
can for war purposes,” Mr. Duggan 
said, when the item for the Social 
Credit Board was reached. He sug- 
gested that when the war ended 
would be a proper time to proceed 
with “experiments.” 

“TWO MAIN POINTS” 

“Too late,” said Hon. D. B. Mac- 
Millan, minister of agriculture, 

“Of course we can make plans 
now.” Mr. Duggan said. 

Mr. Morrison said that he agreed 
and at the same time disagreed 
with Mr, Duggan. “If it is ‘he 
policy of the government to have 
a Social- Credit board,” he said, 
“then the members should be well 
paid. I consider that their sub- 
sistence allowance is inadequate.” 

He declared that for seven years 
he had waited for Social Credit to 
be instituted and he felt that now 
the board should go out and tell 
the people why it had not been 
introduced. 

“Here are my two main points,” 
he sald. “If we are going to have 
a Social Credit board we should 
pay them and they should be in- 
structed to go out and tell tho 
people that Social Credit can't be 
introduced in Alberta and the 
province still remain a unit-of the 
Dominion and that we must start 
all over and try something else.” 

He suggested that if the work 


of the board was educational it 
should be under the education de- 
partment and not the trade and in- 
dustry department, 

“We would have had Social Credit 
if the prime minister of Canada 
had kept his promise of ‘hands off 
Alberta,’” said Gordon Taylor, S.C., 
Drumheller. “As soon as the people 
are allowed to exercise their sov- 
ereign power, that will be the day 
when we'll demand it.” He said 
the money spent on the federal 
plebiscite was more to be criticized 
than the Sociel Credit board ex- 
penses, 

E. J. Martin, Ind., Peace River, 
said, “I consider the board's ac- 
tivities merely political propaganda 
I understand the Social Credit 
forces have a club for collecting 
money for propaganda, the Fish- 
ermen’s club. The money for the 
board should come from the Fish- 
ermen's club and not from the 
general revenue of the province.” 
EDUCATIONAL WORK 


J. J. Bowlen, Lib., Calgary, said 
that the Social Credit Board was or- 
ganized at the time of the 1937 “in- 
surgency” and was not meant to be 
a permanent body but only to “find 
a Social Credit expert.” He said 
Glen L. MacLachlan, first chairman 
of the board and now on active ser- 
vice overseas, Was sent to London 
and brought back G. F, Powell and 
L. D. Byrne. 

“The board has now degenerated 
into a political propaganda machine 
and it is high time the item was 
Passed up,” he said. 

Hon. W. A. Fallow, minister of 
publie works, said the board's ed- 
ucational work had enlightened 
many people so that now they 
knew the answer to the old ques- 
tion, “where's the money com- 
ing from.” The federal govern- 
ment, he said, had made a begin- 
ning at the Social Credit policy of 
stabilizing prices but soon would 
find that the consumer must be 
subsidized rather than “big in- 
dustry.” 

Lionel Tellier, Ind, St. Albert, 
felt that, if the Social Credit board 
intended to advertise Alberta in- 
dustries, it should include all Al- 
berta industries and not just those 
which had contracts with the treas- 
ury branches. 

WRONG ATTITUDE 

Mr. Manning said he felt Mr. 
Duggan showed a wrong attitude 
when he had said, “nobody can con- 
vince me that this vote is a proper 
expenditure of government.” The 
amount involved was small. he said. 

“If I have to make a choice be- 
tween a static mind and progressive 
economic insanity, I'll choose the 
former,” said Mr, Duggan 

Roy Lee, SC, Taber, suggested 
that the legislature take time off 
to hear an illustrated lecture by a 
member of the board. This, he 
thought, might enlighten members

WASHINGTON, March 10— 
(AP)—Tall, taciturn Admiral 
Ernest Joseph King. already boss 
of the United States fleet, Mon- 
day assumed supreme command 
of all American naval operations, 
combining with his duties as fiect 
chief the powers heretofore ex- 
ercised by Admiral Harold R. 
Stark as chief of naval operations. 

Before this change was made, 
King as commander-in-chief of the 
fleet had charge primarily of fight- 
ing activities while Stark was res- 
ponsible for keeping the fleet in 
condition for any emergency and 
for long-range planning. Now all 
these functions are combined under 
One man.

The high command shakeup was 
announced by Navy _ Secretary 
Frank Knox in a release disclosing 
Creation of the position of “com- 
mander, United States naval forces 
operating in European waters” and 
the assignment of Admiral] Stark to 
that command. 

Relief of Stark, 61, and the 
delegation of his powers to King, 
63, was interpreted by naval au- 
thorities as a stream-lining pro- 
cess comparable to that by which 
the war departmeMt recently 
was reorganized into three main 
divisions — ground forces, air 
forces and service of supply—all 
responsible directly to Gen, 
George C. Marshall, the chief of 
staff. 

As part of this streamlining pro- 
cess, the war department yesterday 
appointed a more youthful general 
staff, reduced to a fifth of its former 
size, Giving new emphasis to avia- 
tion, the department named an air 
force officer, Maj-Gen, Joseph T. 
McNarney, as deputy chief of staff, 
second only to Gen, Marshall, who 
remains as chief.

while Commissioner R. J, Gibb said 
the only reason why the commission 
board could not fall in line with the 
offer is that such offer was beyond 
the powers of order-in-council 8253, 
under which a rulling was made re- 
cently that no bonus could be paid 
without sanction of the regional 
board, 

CAPACITY TO PAY 

Ald, Ogilvie said that capacity to 
pay the bonus must be considered 
as also must the fact that wage 
scales had been restored to the 192) 
level last: spring, and that cost of 
living at present was still five 
points below that existing in 1929 
He said he was in favor of paying a 
cost-of-living bonus, but that bonus 
was such that it could be justified 
to the citizens, 

He pointed to the fact that un- 
der order-in-council 8253 the pay- 
ment of & bonus was prohibited 


without sanction, and added that 
there appeared to be a majority 
of council opposed to the pay- 
ment of the $2 and $1 bonus. 

To test this he moved that “This 
council is of the opinion that it 
would not be justified in paying a 
bonus of $2 and $1 on the basis as 
recommended by the city commis- 
sioners.” This motion was defeated 
by a vote of eight to three. Sup 
porting the motion were Aldermen 
Ogilvie, Douglas and Mitchell, op- 
posing, Mayor Fry, Aldermen Pat- 
terson, Mrs. Clarke, Ainlay, Par- 
sons, Bowcott, Bisset and Gariepy. 
MOTION PASSES 

Ald. Bisset said it had now come 
to the point where counci] should 
make a definite offer to the em- 
ployees. Negotiations between the 
employees and the commission 
board appears to be deadlocked. 
He was opposed to the submission 
of the matter to a regional board. 
“This is a question between city 
council and the civic employees,” 
he stated, “and this council should 
be prepared to deal with its em- 
ployees.” 

At this point Ald. Ainlay made 
the motion finally accepted by city 
council. It was followed by the 
amendment from Ald. Bisset, and 
the —sub-amendment by Ald. 
Mitchell. On the defeat of the two 
amendments Ald. Patterson moved 
the amendment that council agree 
in principle to the payment of a 
cost-of-living bonus, the amount of 
the bonus to be fixed by the 
regional board. This amendment 
also was defeated and the main 
motion passed. 

Ald. Mitchell was concerned as to 
where the money to meet the $2 
and $1 bonus payment could be 
found without increasing taxation. 
A bonus paid should not result in 
taxation increase, he said. 

Ald. Ainlay interposed that the 
needs of the moment should be 
given paramount consideration. 
If the payment could not be made 
without increasing taxation, he 
said, then taxes must go up. “It 
was unfair to ask the employees 
to carry a load that should be 
borne by the taxpayers at large,” 
he stated. 

Submitting his amendment Ald. 
Mitchell said It was based on the 
increase in the cost of living since 
the last general wage increase given 
the civic employees. That increase, 
he added, was 5.31 points and a 
bonus based on the living cost in- 
crease would be approximately 
$97,000 ‘ 


CAR FARES 

He submitted that in the case of 
operating departments showing an 
operating profit and a net increase 
in revenue over previous figures, 
this additional cost can be taken 
care of out of the additional rey- 
enue.
